AREC ie not a 
part of organized CD but at times could work hand in hand with CD, In certain cases 
it becomes desireable to have an independent group of amabeurs that are able to 
function on their own, With en organization of this type, amateur radio can be 
made to play an important part in community affairs, public service and disaster 
work, AREC is sponsored by the ARKL, You need a well organized group of individual 
amateurs, banded together , and able to provide small or large scale communications 
facilities on an emergency basis to any individual or community 1n need of same. 

To achieve this will require a certain amount of training. Each one of us 
must be able to provide a link in a long chain. Plans are being made for a drill 
session at least once every other week, on the air, to take up such subjects,as the 
proper handling of messages, emergency mobile operation and how to conduct a net. 

In all probability we will utilize the six meter band since the majority of local 
amateurs are set up for operation on this bend, If enough interest is generated in 
ten meters or two meters there will be no problem to expand into these areas, 

A project of this type can be molded into a group that you can be proud to be 
associated with, I strongly urge you to consider the possibilities of this type of 
work, While providing valuable public service you can gain personal satisfaction 
as Well as recognition for your amateur work and amateur radio in general.

Looking for a good TX antenna for the lower bands? If you areo't interested 
in working IX on 80 or 40 then you may as well stop reading this right here, On the 
other hand if you are interested then this is the antenna for you, 

A vertical radiator has two main advantages for IX work over the ordinary dipole, 
Low angle of radiation and non-directional characteristics, Early last winter three 
of us in the neighborhood deeided that we needed a good antenna for use on 40 and 80 
meters, so up went three 40 foot verticals made out a single length of 2" irrigetion 
pipe, The entire cost of the antenna, less the coaxial cables was about $20.00, The 
results were astounding. Excellent signal reporte started pouring in on 80 meter 
CW from Furppe, Africa, S.America and the ZL land, 

& few weeks ago my vertical suddenly grew to a 65 footer, The reports seem to 
indicate , as you might expect, that the angle of radiation 1s lower than that of a 
40 footer, This means that the signal reports from stations further away will 
increase and those stations close by will decreasc, thus decreasing the number of 
contacts made close by, 

&ny number of arrangements can be used in so fat as the mechanical details go. 
Practically any height can be used, under 5/8/ wave ienght at your highest operating 
frequency, & good ground system consisting of at least 4 radials the same lenght or 
longer than that of the antemna is a must, The more copper (or aluminum now) that 
you cen get into the ground the better off you will be. 


If the antenna is considerably shorter or longer than the quarter wavelenght 
at the operating frequency, you will huve reactance present at the base of the antenn 
This must be cencelleé out in ons of bro weys, Ficst we determine what type of 
reactance we have, For iznstalict ct less than a T/q4 wavelenaht in height we have 
a «J or capacitive reactance, Tf the neieit 1s more than a 5/4 wavelenght but less 
a 1/2 wavelenght then we have in: e rgactune? ot *j, We cence’ this reactance 
out with a capacitor, 4 resonant lenght of artberna at the operating frequency (ie 
exactly a I/4 wave Lenght) wil). show pare resistance at the bese. & reasonable
